Remarks 

We respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of the above application, in 
view of the present amendments and remarks.

The claims have been renumbered to correct an error in the numbering order. In 
particular, when originally filed, the number 6 was omitted. Claim 1 has been amended to 
include the limitations of claim 35 (formerly 36). Claim 35 has been canceled. New 
claims 47, 48, and 49 are the limitations of original claims 15 (formerly 16), 21 (formerly 
22), and 38 (formerly 39), respectively, rewritten to incorporate the limitations of original 
claim 1. Claim 46 (formerly 47) has been amended to include the limitations of claim 35. 
New claims 50, 51, and 52 are the limitations of original claims 15, 21, and 38, 
respectively, rewritten to incorporate the limitations of original claim 46. 

According to the Office Action mailed August 28, 2006, claims 15, 16, 21, 35, and 
38 were allowable if rewritten to incorporate the independent claim and any intervening 
claims. Therefore, the claims, as now amended, are allowable.
